HENRY FORD’S LATEST BLOW-OUT. 
After lolling around on a pleasure yacht in the St. Lawrence 
for a month during the height of a great emergency in the in­ 
dustrial world, Henry Ford rushes out to Detroit and within a 
few hours announces that he is going to close his plants and 
throw more than a hundred thousand men out of work because 
he can’t get coal and steel at a lower price than other people are 
paying while the railway strike is 
on. 
Evaluating 
Henry’s 
pronouncement in the light of such utterances as his statement 
that he had paid his war profits into the United States Treasury, 
people generally have concluded that Henry wasn’t so ver^ anxious 
to get coal, and that what he is really doing is taking up the slack 
in his flivver production. 
If an ordinary capitalist had ‘Tired” 
ail his employes for such reasons and on such sudden notice, he 
would have been roasted by every yellow journal in the country. 
As it is, this type of critic will doubtless see in Henry’s action 
the war fin Wall street he says it means. 
It isn’t often that a 
man wins unquestioned supremacy in two fields, but as a builder 
af cheap automobiles and as a bunk artist Henry Ford is without 
a rival living, dead or unborn.—Public Ledger. 


MARKETS OF RUSSIA DRAINED OF DIAMONaS—TOO BAD. 
Diamonds are in such demand among foreigners visiting 
Russia in search of bargains that the nearby bordering cities are 
being drained of stones for the Russian market, 
according to 
dealers. 
Merchants have been active for months in Bucharest, 
Vienna, Riga, Reval, Warsaw hnd even Berlin, and other cities, 
buying up the cheaper cut stones. By ingenious ways these dia­ 
monds— if some of them can be called diamonds—are 
sent to 
Moscow, and there put on the market. 
Merchants contend there are probably more 
yellow 
and 
specked diamonds in Moscow today than in any other city in 
Europe. And many of these, through speculators, came from the 
outside especially for the “trade.” 
Eventually through bargain- 
hunting foreigners, these stones will be taken out of the country 
figain at $150 or $200 a carat when on the open market they 
would not bring half that price.

WORLD CRIMINAL COURT. 
The International I>aw association, which has been in con­ 
vention at Buenos Aires favors the formation of a permanent in­ 
ternational criminal court which should have jurisdiction in all 
cases involving war crimes or crimes that could cause war. 
The need for some such body was painfully evident soon after 
the recent conflict, when it became apparent that there was no 
adequate method for reaching either the Kaiser or any of his 
underlings who were directly responsible for the war atrocities. 
It was because of this lack that the trials and punishment of these 
offenders either never took place or were travesties of justice 
leaving Germany in one more direction triumphant in defeat. 
Aside from war crimes which require special handling there 
are In peace times offenses of varying sorts tending to embroil 
governments with one another, which handled by an effective 
tribunal would receive proper 
individual 
punishment 
without 
broader consequences. 
The League of Nations recognized the need for such a court 
and proposed measures for its formation. 
There is no doubt 
that, properly constituted and honestly supported by the nations 
which it represented, such a body can play an important part in 
world affairs and in war prevention. 
The pity is that with so 
many moves toward it, results are so slow.

WORLD CRIMINAL COURT. 
The International I aw association, which has been in con­ 
vention at Buenos Aires favors the formation of a permanent in­ 
ternational criminal court which should have jurisdiction in all 
cases involving war crimes or crimes that could cause war. 
The need for some such body was painfully evident soon after 
the recent conflict, w’hen it became apparent that there was no 
adequate method for reaching either the Kaiser or any of his 
underlings who were directly responsible for the war atrocities. 
It was because of this lack that the trials and punishment of these 
offenders either never took place or were travesties of justice 
leaving Germany in one more direction triumphant in defeat. 
Aside fro ^ war crim es which require special handling there 
are in peace tim es offenses of varying sorts tending to embroil 
governments with one another, which handled by an effective 
tribunal w’ould receive proper 
individual 
punishment 
without 
broader consequences. 
The League of Nations recognized the need for such a court 
and proposed measures for its formation. 
There is no doubt 
that, properly constituted and honestly supported by the nations 
which it represented, such a body can play an important part in 
world affairs and in war prevention.

Some months ago Henry Ford asserted that one of the big 
reasons why the railroads of the United States are not making 
money is the heavy weight of rolling stock as compared to the 
carrying capacity. He said freight rolling stock could be reduced 
to one-third of the weight and passenger cars to much less. 
So far nothing has been done by steam roads along these 
lines, but one Ohio electric interurban road has pioneered in 
lighter passenger cars and has found them a distinct success. It 
is the Western Ohio Railway Company, operating between Findlay 
and Piqua, 113 miles. 
The line has recently replaced old heavy' high-speed cars with 
a new type of less than half the weight, made by the J. G. Brill 
Company, Philadelphia. Ten cars are in operation. It is estimated 
that the road will have $90,000 more in the treasury this year 
because of the use of the lighter weight cars.
